The proposal that a tax, in the neighborhood of $100, be im¬ 
posed on all Americans going abroad, as a means of easing the bal¬ 
ance of payments problem, has been given considerable attention. 
It has brought this report from Newsweek magazine: “-...the State 
Department, along with Fed chainnan Martin and other monetary 
experts, quickly argued that such a move would be ineffective as well 
as political dynamite. There is only a bare chance that some such 
tax may be imposed.” 

One hopes this will prove correct. The arguments against a 
travel tax are overwhelmingly strong. It would be purely discrimi¬ 
natory- and penalize the freedom of movement of American citizens, 
which is cer-tainly a basic freedom. Its effect on the balance of 
payments situation would be extremely small at best. And it would 
be a form of class t.ax. The well-to-do traveler would be seriously 
affected. But it would be a real burden to the growing numbers of 
people of modest means who now, in this jet age, are able to see some 
of the woi'Id outside our own borders. It would fall with particular 
weight on the legions of young people who now travel abroad on skin¬ 
tight budgets and must make every dollar count. 

It would be in direct contradition, also, to the principle under¬ 
lying the government-supported People-to-People program, which has 
the laudatory aim of encouraging peoples of all the nations to learn 
more about each other, as a means of building world understanding 
and peace. An essential part of such a program, surely, is the stimu¬ 
lation of travel. 

The travel tax idea is wrong on every count.

It is amazing how a telephone 
call can change well laid plans 
and result in a very successful 
fishing trip. This is exactly what 
happened last week-end. I called 
Fred Witek Friday night to find 
out the precise time to meet 
his party Saturday morning for 
breakfast before journeying to 
the Battenkill River in Vermont. 
Fred was very sorry but our 
trip was off due to the very high 
flood condition of the river. Fish¬ 
ing, it would be useless at this 
time. 

While walking around Zayre’s

Earl immedi¬ 
ately tied on a dark colored 
streamer, and in less than 10 
minutes we had two trout on 
at the same time ... excitement 
reigned for a few hectic moments 
before we had caught seven nice 
trout, and lost as many between 
us. We passed Shastany and Ber¬ 
chulski as we were heading for 
the beach, and Stanley disgust¬ 
edly reported that he had not 
caught a fish, while Harley had 
three on the stringer. They were 
still trying as we pulled away 
from the beach and headed for 
home.
